It is reported that certain members of the Greek commmity in Turkey, said te 
be enemies of Patriarch Maximos since the tise when the latter was Metropolitan 
of Chalcedon, have demanded the intervention of Turkish authorities in the 
question of the Patrarch's mentel condition. This group states that in 
their capacity as members of the Greek community, they are within their rights 
in demanding such intervention, just as the members of a family may emrcise 
such a privilege in the case of a relative suffering from a mental allsant. 
They point to certain articles in the Turkish civil oode which prescribe that 
in case of auch demands, a medical commission shell be set up by order 
of a competent tribunal. The commission would examines the patient and report 


its findings, whereupon the tribunal would decide as to the appointment of a 
suitable trustee.
